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W riling to a friend in this city, Rev. 
Joseph Fort Newton says that his min­ 
istry in the City Temple of London 
opened in triumph, surpassing all ex 
pectations. 
“ I certainly could not have asked 
for a better reception, anywhere on 
earth,” he writes. 
“ It was truly re 
markable. 
It made me wish for all 
my friends to enjoy it with me.” 
In a later note he writes: 
•‘My work, so far, is a great suc­ 
cess, goingbeyond my expectations.” 
The London papers are full of kind 
words concerning the opening service 
and the work of Dr. Newton and many 
of the provincial papers devote large 
space to his sermons, his personality 
and his work at the Temple. 
One of the papers, the British Week­ 
ly which was not overly enthusiastic 
about bim when he first went over, has 
the following: 
May we not say with reverence that 
a “ sacred and secret Hand” has guid­ 
ed the new pastor to the City Temple 
pulpit? 
He has been preserved amid 
ocean perils, and he comes to London 
at a moment when America's entrance 
into war has aroused new hopes, re­ 
vived old affections, and made the ties 
of kinship inexpressively dear. If Dr. 
Darker, who used to say that his back 
pews were in the Rocky Mountains, 
could have looked from the quiet hills 
of heaven on Whit-Sunday morning, 
would he not have rejoiced that his 
church has become a great Anglo-Am­ 
erican center of worship: 
Not even 
in his time did any grander congrega­ 
tion assemble. 
Of the men, half at 
least were in khaki, and these up­ 
standing figures, sunburned faces and 
keenly intelligent eyes, reminded us 
that even this terrible war has its pic­ 
turesque and stately aspects. 
A num­ 
ber of our patient wounded occupied 
places near the front. In the first row 
of Hie gallery was a smart looking 
American officer accompanied by two 
ladies in summer attire. 
May was 
going out with heat and cloudless 
skies, and there was something sea­ 
sonable in the glimmer of white and 
pale-colored dresses amid the uni­ 
forms. 
Dr. Fort Newton’s appearance is 
now familiar to Londoners. With his 
handsome dark head and pale, expres­ 
sive features he would be a noted fig­ 
ure in any company. 
He wore a pur­ 
ple silk hood over a black gown. 
I 
was impressed by the modesty and 
gentleness of his bearing the absence 
of self-conciousine8S, the simplicity 
with which he threw himself on Lon­ 
don’s good will. 
His language has 
the literary finish which comes from 
continual association with the great­ 
est writers, but I doubt whether he 
can long continue to bear the strain 
of 
entirely 
extempore preaching. 
Something told us that here was very 
ovable as well as a rarely gifted per­ 
sonality. 
In his reading of scripture 
there is no over-emphasis, yet the 
full meaning is brought out of every 
verse. 
His prayer, as was right and natur­ 
al, was occupied with the war. 
We 
heard in it aery from leaguered camps. 
Send out Thy light and Thy truth: 
let them lead us in this day that is so 
dark, so tangled, so trigic.*’ 
May the union—the reunion —of two 
nations in which tore rejoice this day 
be a foretaken of a better time, when 
good will shall return to earth, and 
all shall labour together to build the 
beloved community wherein dwelleth 
rightousness and peace 
Very 
touchingly the new pastor J 
spoke of voices today blending with 
sweet voices of the past making one 
music as before.” 
He prayed he Iii ni­ 
sei f might have a faithful and fruitful 
ministry, and might be kept humble 
of spirit, sweet of heart, loving the 
truth, and speaking the truth in love. 
Not the least interesting passage in 
a rich and w ise discourse was the ref­ 
erence to 
Henry Scougall’s classic 
work. “ The life of God in the Soul of 
Man.”

In the closing hymn a verse of the 
national anthem was followed by “ My

all seems to have come to one sad 
end and I must pay the penalty for 
the violation of the laws of society 
But, oh, my friends, when the hungry 
wolf is howling at the kitchen door it 
makes men do many things that they 
would shudder at under ordinary cir 
cuuistances. When I saw the poverty 
stricken condition of those for whom 
I would gladly die, and seeing myself 
a bad cripple and not being able to 
do any farm work and not having an 
education to hold a position, I real­ 
ized something must be done.

gentlemen, however direful the con­ 
flict of life may be take the advice of 
one who knows what it is to lose free­ 
dom, thereby losing all, never to at­

dreamed

innocent 
childhood days and thought I saw 
myself kneeling at mother’s knee, and 
seeing her place her soft hands on my 
then innocent 
head: her pleading 
voice for God to protect her son. 
When I awoke I found it all but a 
dream. I then vowed to my sainted 
mother’s God that if He would sp^re 
my 
unprofitable life through this 
trouble I would live the few more 
days I have here an up-right life, so 
help me God. 
As a matter of fact, I 
ara looked upon as a criminal before 
the public. 
But, my dear friends, 
however bad I may seem to your 
minds, yet there is a white spot in my 
heart and some day it will grow and 
grow till I become a better man. 
Only a short time ago my wife and 
little children visited me in my lonely 
cell and no one can ever tell how my 
old heart yearned for them as they 
said “ Good-bye, Papa," with tears 
trailing down their little cheeks, to 
go back to their little house and try 
to do something in their little weak 
way with the assistance of my own 1 
true companion, that no doubt has 
awoke and on many sleepless nights 
and studied hard how to keep the 
wolf from the door another day.

How was the figure of $1,800,000,000 
arrived at? Tile answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the 'Treasury came to 
estim ate the additional w ar expenses 
for the year 1917-18, he calculated that 
they would amount to some $6,600,- 
000.000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
A allotted to the allies, and $3,600,- 
i*0,000 was to be utilized for the do 
mea tic purposes. 
Thinking that it 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, be concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000,- 
000. 
There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. 
The one Is that all war ex 
pendltures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other is that all w ar expendi­ 
tures should be defrayed by taxes 
Each theory is untenable. 
It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should Ire borne by the pres­ 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but this does not mean that tiler should 
bo borne by this year’s taxation 
Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear tile burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation. 
In the second place, when expendi­ 
tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare, tile tax-only pol 
icy would require more than tile total 
surplus of social income. 
M ere this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav­ 
oc in the economic life of the communi­ 
ty would have to be endured. 
But 
where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im 
practicable. 
Secretary McAdoo bad the right in­ 
stinct and highly commendable cour­ 
age in deciding that a substantial |x>r- 
tion, at least, of the revenues should 
be derived from taxation. 
But when 
he hit u|M)u the plan of 50-50 lier cent., 
that is, of raising one-iiaif of all do­ 
mestic w ar expenditures by taxes, the 
quAtlon arises whether lie did not go 
too far. 
Tin* relative proportion of loans to 
taxes is after ail a purely business 
proposition. 
Not to rely to a largo ex­ 
tent on loans at the outset of a war is 
a mistake.

The additional income tax as passed 
by the House runs up to a rate of 60 
per cent. This is a sum tin beard of in 
tile history of civilized society. It must 
be remembered that It was only after 
the first year of the w ar that Great 
Britain increased her Income tax to the 
maximum of 84 per cent., and that 
even now In the fourth year of the war 
the income tax does not exceed 42H 
per cent. 
It could easily be shown that a tax 
with rates on moderate incomes sub 
stantlally less than In Great Britain. 
and on the larger incomes about as 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
the $532,000,000 originally estimated in 
the House bill. 
It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
reduce the total rate on the highest in­ 
comes to 31 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, und that at the same time it 
will reduce the rate on the smaller in 
comes derived from personal or profes 
sioTinl earnings.

Out 
of thousands upon thousands of manu- 
scr* ^ which reached the committee 
ant/wc re recd and passed on. the pledge 
of Frank Bellamy was chosen as the 
one expressing iii 
strongest phrases the loyalty of an 
American to his flag and to the land of 
his birth or adoption. 
So it came to 
pass that the Kansas boy author of the 
“flag pledge” is num bered with Francis 
Scott Key, author of “The Star Span­ 
gled Banner;'’ Joseph Rodman Drake, 
author of “The American H ag;” Dr. S. 
S. Smith, author of “America,” and oth­ 
ers from whose pens have come undying 
expressions of fealty to our country. 
Frank Bellamy returned from the 
Philippines shattered in health by his 
stay in the tropics. It is an interesting 
fact that he knew nothing of the adop­ 
tian of his pledge of allegiance by the 
patriotic societies of America until Mrs. 
Hendricks told him when he arrived in 
his home town. 
“We are proud of you. Frank.” she 
said, “and the national W. R. C. has 
passed a resolution thanking you for 
writing it.” 
The boy flushed. 
“It, didn’t express 
half what I tried to write,” he said. 
The physicians who examined him on 
his arrival home found that the white 
plague already had him iii its grip and 
ordered him to the mountains. He went 
to Colorado, and. since he could no long­ 
er follow music as a vocation, he took 
up art, for which he also had a talent, 
and, his own mother having died, he 
looked to Mrs. Hendricks for advice an I 
corresponded with her throughout his 
residence In the west 
Mr. 
Bellamy 
never recovered 
his 
health, but his last days were made 
easy because of the fact that? through 
Mrs. Hendricks’ efforts he obtained a 
liberal pension as a Spanish-American 
war veteran. He died in Denver March 
HI, 1915. His body was taken to Cher­ 
ryvale and rests in Fairview cemetery 
(.lieut not far from the shaft which 
rn&M-s the grave of Mrs. Hendricks.

SUMMER SILAGE CROPS. 


Provision Should Be Made to Tide Over 
Scant Pasture Period. 
Dairy farmers who have not already 
made preparations for tiding cows over 
the period of insufficient pastures In 
late summer and fall should not forget 
that many cows went nearly dry last 
July and August, says a Pennsylvania 
Agricultural college bulletin. 
Such 
conditions may be avoided and inci­ 
dentally the dairyman’s bank account 
strengthened by a little forethought. 
Maintaining the milk flow during the 
period of insufficient pasture may be 
accomplished 
by 
feeding additional 
grain, by feeding soiling crops and In 
feeding silage.

Veal calves from dairy cows gener j 
ally lose money for t heir owners, and j 
when thu^e halves are kept until a 
year old the loss is even greater, is the 
information brought by cost account 
records of the Ohio agricultural experi­ 
ment station for twenty-six herds 
The milk used to grow these valves is 
often of more value as human food 
than the veal produced. 
in the twenty-six dairy herds eight­ 
een owners lost money on raising 
calves for veal. 
The average loss on 
323 veals was about $1.95 a head. The 
average lo^s on raising 3d I calves iii 
thirty herds studied was $6.90 for the 
first year. Only ti\ «• dairymen among 
the thirty raised valves at a profit. 
When dairymen get a high privv for 
milk they would be ahead by selling 
calves rather than raising such ani 
ma Is for wa! or beef.

Hogs fed ail the grain they would 
ritt made more rapid but less economi­ 
cal gains in feeding tests at the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment station.

Some I :"f< in feed, such as tankage 
or skimmilk, is recommended to be fed 
in small quantity along with corn and 
pasture to pigs weighing less than IOO 
IKiunds. Pork production is usually too 
expensive when such feeds are given to 
large hogs, especially if they are on 
such pasture as alfalfa, clover, rape or 
soy beans, a1 of which are high in 
protein.

Care of Horses. 
Frequent currying and brushing will 
insure a heathy condition of the horse. 
A few minutes spent daily in currying 
and brushing a horse is time well spent. 
Aside from giving the animal a clean, 
glossy appearance, this daily brushing 
stimulates circulation. The skin is an 
important excretory organ and must 
be kept clean and free to do its work. 
In the si ring the horses should he 
kept especially clean, as the long hours 
of work, dust, sweat and heat all com­ 
bine to make proper care of the skin a 
necessity. Bore shoulders and other af­ 
flictions, due to lack of care on the part 
of the owner, have often caused great 
ioss of time and money.—Farm and 
Fireside. 


Lice and mites by feeding upon lay­ 
ing lions cause a reduction in egg pro­ 
duction, says Professor F. E. Fox of 
the Kansas Agricultural college. 
The 
lice live continuously upon the fowl, 
eating the tissues and causing much an­ 
noyance by scratching and irritating 
the bird. Mites suck the Mood of the 
victim and thus, in addition to annov-i 
anre and pain, rob the fowl of needed 
nourishment. 
Lice have biting month parts and are 
therefore easily poisoned. 
For 
this 
purpose blue ointment is the most ef­ 
fective and easiest to apply. 
A piece 
about the size of a pea should be well 
rubbed into the fluff well up into the 
skin just below the vent. 
As the lice i 
necessarily must go there for mois­ 
ture they are readily poisoned. 
The ; 
treatment should be repeated in a week , 
or ten days to assure killing those that i 
hatch later. 
Mites are combated in a different : 
manner because of a vital difference in 
their life habits. 
They live upon tire 
fowl only at night, sucking the blooth 
They then leave the bird and hide in 
cracks, crevices ami filth during the 
day. 
Effective control is mostly through 
sanitation. Give the house a thorough 
cleaning. 
Throw out all litter and 
straw, clean out all filth, brush down 
tile sides, sweep the ceiling and scrub I 
out the house with warm water. Spray 
thoroughly with coal tar dip, carbolic j 
acid mixed with water or pure kero- 
-tone. 
In applying these solutions a 
brush may be usrnl, but a spray purnj 
is the most desirable.
